GERMANY’S SHIPS 
RUN SEA GANTLET 
TOEAST AFRICA 


BERLIN, via Sayville wireless, March | 


81.—How German ships managed to 
elude British patrol vessels and deliver 
ammunition and other war materials 
to German troops tn East Africa was 
described in a statement Issued today 
by the official government press bureau. 
“In February, 1915, Licutenant of Re- 
serve, Christiansen sailed from a Ger- 
man port, carrying rifles, machine guna 
several million cartridges, food, cloth- 
ing, sanitary equipment, and material 
for the cruiser Koenigsberg. The ves- 
sel, entering the bay at its destination

Ales, how often that promise of the 
agent to redecorate is a delusion and a 
snare. The young temant’s ideas have 
been kept up to date by the conscien- 
tious work of talented writers on the 
subjects that newspapers and magazines 
have placed at their disposal and are 
totally at variance with the deéficient 
ideas on the subject possessed by the 
landlord, who assures you that he never 
reads the women’s section. It is hope- 
lessly palpable that he is not, and has 
not been, and doesn’t care to be in 


‘touch with what might be called current 


interior decoration. } 


The woodwork of an old fat is the 
most distressing of all obstacles, par- 
ticularly the “natural’’ wood, which 
the landlord vigorously refuses to have 
“spoiled "’ with paint. He knows its 
real worth in spite of “faddists who 
come in here with new ideas "’ and want 
to run his property because of a ca- 
price.

The fgnny part of it is that when 
the landlord sees the effect of the light 
tint throughout and _ is convinced that 
this is an improvement, he is lesa loath 
to have the woodwork actually painted 
the next redecorating time. 
Calcimined woodwork has, of course, 
its disadvantages. While in appearance 
it is identical with good flat tone ‘paint, 
it cannot be washed, but for that 1 . repona 
neither may calcimined walls. It/is in- 
expensive, though, and it might be done 
. over once in awhile. The most commonly. 
railed aghinst old flat fixtures ate tho 
mantel tops and the glass center domes 
in the dining rooms. These may be de- 
tached and relegated to the storerooms 
until the week before your lease expires, 


. when they must be resurrected abd re- 


placed to daunt new tenants, , 
A pretty silk shade. that can be made 
at home. may be substituted for the 
glass dome, but it is not always so easy 
_to dispose of the mantel. If the apart- 
ment has been freshly decorateii the 
unsightly mantel top, when removed, 
leaves a still more unsightly wall space 
that may be difficult to finish off: One 
plan would be to cover it with ¢hintz 
cretonne or brocade . to match’ the 
draperies that will be used in the room. 
and then to frame it in, as it were, by 
tacking over its edges a tiny molding 
of painted wood. This wood must match 
the rest of the woodwork in the room. 
Any local carpenter can divide’ your 
walls off into panels by means of | wood 
moldings, and walls trimmed with such 
moldings may be either painted ar pa- 
pered. When paper is used, it ia best 
to apply the moldings after the paper 
is hung. If buff and cream or white 
and gray effect is desired, the molding 
is laid first, then the lighter calcimine 
or paint is applied to the panela and 
moldings, and a darker tint used to fil! 
in the borders outside of the panels. 
The woodwork is calcimined or paint- 
ed white or a delicate ivory. 
It must be unequivocably granted that 
& sense of space is attained in small 
apartments by having. ~- wall covering 
and paint alike throughout. A ilight 
neutral tone gives a sense of delicate 
cleanliness as well. + 
The question comes up frequently as 
to whether it is in good taste ta use 
white curtains. If white’ enters in the 
whole decorative schei.e in the apart- 
ment, without a doubt white is ¢ rrect 
in the curtaining as well. If, however, 
white is barred in other accessories of 
the rooms; substitute for it whatever 
other color may be prevalent in the 
acheme employed. 
The flatter the side wall tints) the. 
greater the decorative possibilities in 
draperies and upholstery. Whole’ sets 
of furniture are now being upholstered 
to order to match the window hangings. 
In some rooms the effect is. delightfully 
consistent. Much depends upon) the 
choice of fabrics. There is a sense of 
the whole thing having b- .. frightfully 
overdone if the fabiic is too ornamen- 
tal.

HD epicure looking for pleasure in 
what the French call “ primeurs,” 
or the first appearing of the spe- 
cial foods ofthe season, seys of 
April that it “opens the eye of 
expectation.” The honors of April to- 
Gay, if divided, allow a leading place 
to spring lamb as the primeur meat. 
Great numbers of people consider roast 
jamb an é¢ssential viand on the Easter 
dinner table, and happily forget its 
symbolism. Pw, 
There may be more of a question 
about choosing it this year than usual, 
for the breaking of the Lenten fast, for 


’ even the butchers declare it high enough

to be boycotted; that is, some butchers 
gay that, while others hang in their 
windows a whole row of the uncut meat. 

The economical and rather excellent 


‘cook can have lamb for a dinner with- 


out investing in an expensive cut, even 
though she think the crown of lamb 
handsome and the leg peculiarly service- 
able.

Compare this with crown roast, really 
a company or large family viand. About 
the least price for a handsome wn 
roast of number one meat is $2.50, At 
ene high grade meat store’they charged, 
the other day, 15 cents a chop, and /con- 
sidered it necessary, to use eighteen 
chops in making a crown. But with this 
they furnished a forcemeat filling, 
weighing about a pound and a half; and 
all the little paper frills or papillotes 
which some one has facetiously called: 
the cuffs of the chops. The end of ‘each 
chop bone would undoubtedly be /pro- 


which would in cooking improve the 
quality of the whole.. because pork fat is 
one of the softest of the fats not liquid, 
while lamb fat is hard. 

The old idea that the essence of good 
stew making was to use several kinds 
of meat was not so much because of 
what the different lean meats added, 


but because of what the different fats | 


lent to the perfection of the whole. If 
we bear this fact in mind in cooking 
our cheaper cuts of lamb we may get 
results in no way inferior to the best, 
especially if the cheaper meat is cooked , 
to perfection and the more expensive 
but indifferently cooked. 

Unless a forcemeat is not made up 
for a crown roast a plate is commonly 
put In the center when it is roasted in 
order that it may keep its shape as a 
perfect crown. .Many people prefer to 
finish a crown roast with a filling of 
vegetables, which may be mashed pota- 
to carefully rounded, or peas and car- 
rots in a cream-sauce, or cauliflower 
prepared in the same way. 

By garnishing cheaper cuts, or even 
mounting them in some way, when 
ready to serve, and perhaps using a 
garnished hatelet (silver skewer) or two, 
if we have them, or can devige a sub- 
stitute, these may rival the crown roast 
when they appear upon the table.
